feat the law. A irmn can go abroad, and bring 
liquor* for hi* own use, but after it i* broken he, 
cannot well it. All inen have the right toimpift 
liquors in unbroken packages by the law* of 
Congress, and I have no doubt, sir, but a law, 
passed without ettch n protuiou, would be un- 
constitutional—not tbe least doubt. 


Mr Gary opposed the amendment of Mr Or- 


ton, and said: I think it goes altogether too far. 
It w too general. I have no doubt but men 
have the right to import liquors infcertain pack- 
ages, but I think the provision of Oie gentleman 
from Lafayette(Hr K»owlton)satficient to reach 
nil "iieK cnsufl and yet not impair tho effica- 
cy of tho law
